Benson, the condemned 
butcher of Mrs. T heresa M ettman, 
stabbed his guard, Cap tain Morgan, 
terribly , and th e n a tte m p ted suicide 
in the jail here y esterday ’ morning 
He died a t 7850 o’clock last night. 
When Morgan entered the jail at 7 
o’clock to relieve .7. \V. I’owell, the 
night guard, Benson was in a restive, 
ugly mood and there was a look of 
ferociousness on his face. 
Morgan 
h ad been in the little room over the 
office of the jail but a few m inutes 
w hen Benson left his cell and tried to 
op en the only door to the rooms. 
Finding it securely locked, he sp rang 
up on the guard like a wild beast, and 
then ensued a life and d eath struggle. 
I |Benson, though m uch the smaller 
man, overp owered the guard, and after 
slashing him terribly across the face 
and head, forced him into a corner 
and attem p ted to sm other him 
to 
death with a blanket snatched from 
his cot. 
Then it was th a t Cap tain 
Morgan p leaded for mercy . 
Benson 
heeded the cry and released his grip . 
Cap tain M organ's 
cries 
bro ug h t 
Sheriff Flora and Dep uty Howard to 
the rescue. 
Benson was p rancing up 
and down his room like an enraged 
beast and th reaten ed to kill any one 
who op ened the door. 
Five m inutes 
later he had grow n quiet and the sh er­ 
iff and his dep uty entered w ith o ut 
molestation. 
Benson was then ly ing 
on his cot breathing heavily and Mor­ 
gan was sitting on his stool vainly en ­ 
deavoring to staunch 
the 
flow 
of 
blood from his terrible wounds. 
Benson informed the sheriff th a t he 
had taken p oison and would be dead 
in five minutes. 
He th e n shook the 
sheriff’ by the hand, said goodby and 
lay down on his cot like one in rep ose. 
After the sheriff left the room Ben­ 
son raised up on his elbow and con­ 
versed w ith the tw o guards le ft over 
him. 
Ten minutes la te r he drop p ed 
over on his back, 
with arms o ut­ 
stretched. 
There was a quiver of the 
muscles of the face and ( hcst and he 
looked like one in the throes of death. 
The word w ent out quickly ’ th a t Ben­ 
son was dead. 
Five minutes 
later doctors Lane, 
Russell, Phillip s and W alter arrived 
and for the first time it was discovered 
th a t the m urderer had p lunged the 
dagger twice deep into his breast just 
beneath the heart. 
The wounds w ere 
one inch in width and five inches deep . 
Benson had carried a knife for a 
y ear in the inside sole of one of his 
shoes. 


P R IO R A T T E M P T S A T S U I C I D E . 
The p resent a tte m p t of Benson to 
end his miserable career was by no 
m eans his first. Shortly a fter his trial 
and conviction October 19, 1391, 
his 
cell was searched and in it w as found 
one blade of a p air of scissors and a 
cup nearly full of p oisonous liquid se­ 
cured by soaking day after day the 
heads of all the matches he could 
secure by hook or crook 
On another occasion the w retched 
man secured a large p in and with it 
tore his th ro a t severely ’, but did not 
en danger his life. 
December 10, 1891, there was wild 
ex citem ent in the jail 
when it 
was 
found th a t the cell occup ied by 
the 
little German was emp ty , and a d um ­ 
my ’, ingeniously ’ constructed, was ly ing 
on the cot. 
Search was made at once 
and the condemned m an was found 
hiding under the bed in a low er cell, 
occup ied by a p risoner named A lbright, 
from which it would have been easy ’ 
for him to escap e. 
Since the sup rem e court confirmed 
the sentence of death a keep er was 
kent constantly with the doomed man, 
as it was ex p ected that h*2 would 
at­ 
tem p t to cheat the gallows 
He was 
to have been taken to Top eka, nex t 
week, to bo finally sentenced.
